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PREFACE. 


a MONG the faces pictured in the memories of my early childhood is 
that of Esquire Isaac Sherman, a gentleman well versed in the 
history of his native town. It was from him that my father learned 
that the ancestors of our family were still resting in old Stratfield 
burying-ground. This information resulted in a family expedition to 
the designated place and a search for the grave-marks. These were 
lound lying on the ground covered with moss; they were afterwards 
re-set, and are still standing in a good state of preservation. 

This incident, and the fact which I soon learned, that this John and 
Joanna Mallet were Huguenots, driven from their home in France 
during times of religious persecution, fired my childish imagination 
and inspired a strong desire to know more of the family history—and 
has, after many years, resulted in the following sketch and record of 
names and dates. Mrs. Mary E. Shelton Fairchild became equally 
interested in the subject, and for the past six years has been most 
indefatigable in her search for additional facts. Indeed, to her industry 
is due a very large part of the data which has made this record possible, 
and only her own modesty is answerable for the fact that her name does 
not appear upon the title page. The town and county records of Fair- 
field County, Conn., the almost obliterated inscriptions ou old tomb¬ 
stones in most out-of-the-way places, and no end of living descendants 
of our Huguenot great-grandfather, have each and all yielded their 
quota of information to her pertinacity, and to her living illustration of 
the family motto. 

We are indebted to Miss Martha E. Beach for the drawings of the old 
grave-marks, as well as for various items of family history. Others who 
have rendered most efficient aid are Mr. Percy S. Mallett, of New York 
city; Miss Caroline G. Mallett and Mrs. Spier Whitaker, of North Caro¬ 
lina; Mrs. Smith Mallett, of Elmira; Miss Margaret A. Mallett and Mr. 
James Mallett, of Stratford, Ct., besides many other persons. To them 
all, I am most grateful for their interest and their assistance. There is 
still lacking much which we would gladly know of the pcrsonellc and 
the manner of life of the early representatives of our family. I trust that 
this effort to rescue part of the history from oblivion will bring to light 
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many more scattered facts and traditions. I shall consider it a favor if 
any one having such knowledge will communicate with me upon the 
subject. 

Since the earlier pages of this volume were put in print, various in¬ 
teresting items have been received, which, as far as possible, have been 
worked into their proper places in the record, hence has come the delay 
in publication ; and also the necessity of putting into an Addenda, much 
which was received too late for other treatment. 

We have had many puzzles ; some of them still remain puzzles. One, 
the family name of Mary Mallett, wife of (7) Peter, is only partially 
solved. (490) Mrs. Dexter Horton quotes ( 163) Mrs. Wm. Carpenter, 
as saying of her grandmother, this same Mary, “ Her name was Booth, 
which made my parents (37) Naomia Mallett and Solomon Booth 
“ cousins, and their marriage was opposed, on that account.” 

The family name of (4) John’s wife Martha, is also unknown. All 
trace of the descendants of ( 6 ) Johannah Angevine is entirely lost, 
beyond one grandchild, Huldah, who was mentioned in a deed of land 
from (32) Lewis Angevine, drawn June 18, 1771. Neither can we fol¬ 
low (9) Hannah Porter’s family beyond her own four children. We 
know nothing further than is given of (13) Prudence, (15) Sarah, (20) 
Mercy, (21) Ruth, (22) Olive, (23) Edmund, (24) Henry, (36) Phebe. 
(58) Hannah, (59) Zacliariah. We have been unable to get any clue 
to (44) Benjamin ; (43) Benjamin doubtless died in infancy. Another 
nearly lost link is the family of (51) Joseph; f 57) Benjamin had no 
descendants; (61, 62) Rhoda and Bethiah we have been unable to fol¬ 
low ; (63) Huldah's children appear in the Addenda ; (71) Ebenezer 
Wheeler, (76) Anna Beardsley, (90) Abigail Haines, (95) Lewis Beards¬ 
ley, (239) Elizabeth Beardsley, (243) Ephraim Middlebrook, and (246) 
Josiah Mallett had no children. 

For 110, 112, 114, 116, 119 and 120, see Addenda. 

The descendants of Eben Booth, given by Rev. Mr. Orcutt, in his 
“ History of Stratford,” are wrongly attributed to Eben, son of Solomon. 

I know nothing of (157) Eben's wife or family. 

Possibly some interested reader may be able to solve some of these 
enigmas; and also these others, taken from various marriage-records : 

In Roxburv, Ct., Sept. 30, 1798, Abraham Summers was married to 
Abigail Mallett. 
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In Stratford, Nov. io, 1833, David Mallett to Maria Pendleton. 

Nov. 15, 1846, Isaac E. Dart to Eliza Ann Mallett. 

In the will of a relative are mentioned Stephen (s. of Nehemiah) 
Beach, and his wife Huldah (d. of David) Mallett. 

From Hubbell Genealogy, “ Atnarilla, d. of David Hubbell, m. 
William Mallett, and had issue, Jennette, who m. Chas. Benedict." 

Lena Mallette m. James Mitchell. Their son, John Mitchell, of 
Ithaca, N. Y., was born Oct. 17, 1798. Samuel Mitchell born Oct. 5, 
1803. 

Fairfield, Ct., Wills, Jan. 1, 1774. Will of Daniel Middlebrook men¬ 
tions wife Lydia (Mallet) and children Moses, Hannah and Sarah. 

The Genealogical Record is an attempt to gather into a continuous 
whole, the names and dates of all the descendants of John the Huguenot: 
obviously, the result is very incomplete. Care has been taken to verify 
names and dates in every instance, still errors have doubtless crept in 
and verified corrections will be gladly received. 

As several points of historical interest have been brought to my notice 
during the past year, I venture to insert them in this place. 

The notes of the late Nathan G. Pond, of Milford, Ct., contain this— 
‘■John Mallet, the Huguenot, born in France 1660, died 1750. Married 
Jane or Joan Liron, sister to Louis Liron, merchant, of Milford." (Other 
notes of Mr. Pond will be found in the Errata. They are also the source 
of names and dates given inAddenda, page 256, children of (25) Lewis) 

A recent search in the old cemetery at Milford was rewarded by find¬ 
ing two grave-marks with the following inscription : “ Mr. Louis Liron, 
Merchant departed this Life September ye 18th 1738 in ye 88th year of 
his age." "Mrs. Katharine Liron wife to Mr. Louis Liron departed this 
Life Novr the 26th 1727 in the 58th year of her age." 

Baird, in his Huguenot emigration to America, says: II. §32, "Louis 
Lairon, a French Protestant refugee, from Nismes, in Languedoc, estab¬ 
lished himself in Milford, as early as the year 1695. He lived to become 
wealthy, and, dying at a good old age, made generous bequests to the 
French churches of Boston and New Rochelle, to the poor of Boston 
and to Yale College.” Probate Records, New Heven. 

II. 132. " Louis Liron, another fugitive from the same city (Nismes, 
in the lower Languedoc), established himself in trade at Milford, Conn." 
" Denization (registration of names as naturalized subjects of Great 
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Britain) was granted, Oct. 28, 1696, to Lewis Lyron, a French Pro¬ 
testant.” “ He was naturalized September 9, 1698. He was asso¬ 
ciated in business with Bongrand. By his will, dated Oct. 9, 1736, he 
left ^200 to the French church in Boston, and £100 to the French 
church in New Rochelle, ‘ whereof Mohs. Mulinor is or lately was the 
pastor or minister.’ Liron left no children—he married late in life, the 
widow of Alexander Bryan.” 

(163) Mrs. Carpenter, before quoted, also related this tradition : “In 
the days of persecution in France, one ‘Mary Nymen ’ (the name is 
spelled from memory of its sound, may it not have been Lyon or 
Lyron ; and the Christian name of the grandmother, Mary, have been 
ascribed to the great-grandmother l) and her brother was secretly 
helped on board a vessel bv their father to flee the country and save 
their lives. This Mary Nymen married a Mallett and settled in Con¬ 
necticut.” 

The title of' Mr.,’ which is found on these old grave-marks, was, I 
learn, a record of the aristocracy of the time, and the title ‘servant,’ 
applied to Johannah Lyon or Lyron, had no signification of degradation 
or servitude. 

Deeds and surveys of land, to be found among the Land Records of 
Stratford, Conn., tell us of many land transactions in Tashua and other 
districts of Stratford, made by different descendants of John Mallett, 
from 1736 to 1794- One, a Warrantee Deed, dated July 21, 1762, given 
by Tlieophilus Nichols, of Stratford, recites : “ Having formerly given 
to Peter Mallett of ye Town, County & Colony above said, a Deed of 
one acre Land jovning to his Father's heirs Land, including his grave, 
dated March, 1761 that deed having been lost, sd. Nichols hereby 
gives a new one. 

May 11, 1765, is the date of the last deed bearing the name of Peter 
Mallett; this deed also bears the name of Peter's mother, Mary- Mallett. 

A quit claim deed dated June 30, 1794, is given by Mary Mallett 
(relict of Peter), Zachariali Mallett and Philip Mallett to Samuel Mal¬ 
lett, their brother. 

Among the old Town and Probate Records of Fairfield, Ct., I found 
these documents recorded :

I am often asked about family silver: the only pieces of which I know 
anything are in the possession of different descendants of (38) Peter, of 
North Carolina: a coffee pot and two mugs or cups, all bearing the family 
crest and motto. 

On page 26. when the death of this same Peter’s wife and little boy are 
recorded, no mention is made of the fate of the little daughter whose 
baptism is noted in Stratford church record, Sept. 14, 1773, and who was 
doubtless on her way to North Carolina with her mother and brother. 
From another source I learn that this little motherless girl Mary, who 
also was ill with the small-pox, was left by her mother in charge of Mrs. 
Emmet, the wife of Col. Emmet, who was in command at Harper’s 
Fern - —to whom she became devotedly attached, calling her “ Ma 
Emmet," and being herself known as “the child of the Regmient." 

“ When Mary was seventeen, she yielded to her love for the brilliant 
and handsome young Irishman, Edward Jones, and sailed away with 
him. Peter fired at the boat as it shot from under the window of the 
room in which he had confined his daughter, happily doing no damage. 
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He, however, soon became reconciled to her, and bestowed upon her, 
a residence and tract of land in Chatham County, North Carolina, long 
the homestead of the family, and known as Rock Rest in their annals.” 

“ Edward Jones, the second son of Dr. Conway Jones, and Mary Wray 
Todd, his wife, was born at Lisburn, Ireland ; but came to the United 
States in 1783. He attained high distinction as a lawyer and statesman, 
and in 1791 became Solicitor General of the State.” A younger son of 
(38) Peter was named for this Edward Jones, and became himself, a man 
of considerable prominence. 

Of the children of Edward and Mary Jones, the youngest son was sent 
to Paris for a medical education, and became a distinguished physician 
of North Carolina, the eldest daughter married Rev. William Hooper, 
D. D., a scholar and literateur, and descendant of the signer of the 
Declaration of Independence ; the next two, lawyers of North Carolina, 
and the youngest, Louisa, who is still living, married Abraham Renehor, 
a lawyer, member of Congress and Governor of New Mexico. 

Mrs. Hooper’s granddaughter is the wife of Hon. Spier Whitaker, 
until very recently Judge of the Superior Court of North Carolina, and 
youngest son of Spier Whitaker, the Attorney General, North Carolina, 
1842-1846. 

It seems that the military record of the family is not quite complete, 
for I find that 

Philo 4 Mallet was a Drum-Major during the Revolution. 

David Mallett was in sendee in the War of 1812. 

Peter’s son, Charles Peter, was the father of seven sons who served 
faithfully in the Confederate Army. 

Wm. Mallett, of Western New York, was in the Union Army, also 
(728) Henry Wm. M., of New Milford, Ct. 

Of men who have married daughters of John the Huguenot : 

In the Revolution : Hezekiah Edwards. 

In the Civil War, Union Army: Levi Lyon, Homer F. Tilford, Henry 
Jenkins, David Smith, Edward Hall, Daniel Compton. 

The latter was one of five brothers who served from Pennsylvania. 
He was wounded, promoted to be Second Lieutenant and served till the 
close of the war. 

Doubtless other names have been omitted, which should be included 
in the Honor Roll.

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EXPLANATIONS. 


In the tabulated portion of the Genealogical Record, commencing on 
page 44—the first column contains the number of each individual descend¬ 
ant of John Mallet, No. 3 to No. 3577, consecutively. The second col¬ 
umn gives the name of each descendant (quotation marks indicating the 
name commonly used), and under that name, and a little to the right, the 
name of wife or husband in italics. If the wife of any descendant has 
been previously married, her name, by that marriage, follows in brackets, 
her maiden name. The small number following the name of each de¬ 
scendant, is the generation number, ten generations being represented. 
In the third column is given the date of birth, or in some instances of 
baptism: in the fourth, the date of marriage: in the fifth, the place of 
residence, (where possible, I have followed this plan, of children of all 
who died young, and of wives who have died before their husbands, I 
have given their places of birth—of those of maturer years, including 
widows, their place of actual residence) ; the sixth column gives the 
date of death—the seventh, the place of burial. 

To find any name, refer to index, which gives record number and page 
number. 

To find the ancestor of any person trace back—for instance page 240, 
take No. 3315, the child of No. 2207 ; page 179—No. 2207 is the child 
of No. 987 ; page 106—No. 987 is the child of No. 392; page 66—No. 
392 is the child of No. 129 ; page 51—No. 129, is the child of No. 35 : 
page 46—No. 35 is the child of No. 7 ; page 44—No. 7 is the child of 
No. 2 ; No. 2 is the child of No. 1. 

On the other hand, to find the descendants of any person mentioned, 
trace down—for instance, take No. 5, page 44, his children occur on 
page 45, Nos. 25, 26, 27 ; grandchildren page 50 and 51, No. 108 to 127 ;

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Places of Burial. 

The old ‘ ‘ Stratfield Burying Ground ’ ’ formerly lay in the town of 
Fairfield, but is now 7 within the city limits of Bridgeport, Conn. The 
principal cemetery of Bridgeport is Mountain Grove, for which the 
abbreviation M. G. C. B. C. has been used. 

In the town of Trumbull, formerly a part of Stratford, are cemeteries 
at Tashua, Long Hill (L. H. Tr.), Unity and Trumbull. 

At Fayetville, N. C., i. Fayetteville distinguishes the private 
burial-place of General Peter Mallett and his family from the public 
cemetery of the city. 

At Catharine, N. Y., is a cemetery in the village itself, and also one 
at North Settlement. At Montour, the adjoining settlement west of 
Catharine, and near to each other, are the Highland (H), and the old 
Coe cemeteries. Havana is also in Montour.

MALLETT. 


Ancestry. 

Many persons now living in the United States bear the name ot Mal- 
lett. The word is sometimes accented on the first syllable, precisely 
like the implement of labor of similar name; and in other cases, with 
more euphony, the accent is thrown on the last syllable; possibly it 
might be still better if all could return to the French pronunciation, 
with the e sounded like a in gain. 

Some of the Malletts scattered through the Western and Southwestern 
States, and on the Pacific slope, came there directly from England; 
others of them trace their ancestry to one, of the Roman Catholic faith, 
who came from France to Canada in [640. 

Most ol those living in the Atlantic States, who bear the name, trace 
back to (2) Jolnr Mallet, a Huguenot, who escaped from France after 
the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes, and came first to South Carolina. 
After one or two voyages between England and America, he came to 
New Rochelle, and finally settled in Fairfield, Conn., about 1700. 

All of these scattered representatives can trace their origin back to a 
Norman tribe, which invaded France from Scandinavia, early in the 
eighth century. 

Hume thus gives the origin of the Normans: * “ The Emperor Charle¬ 
magne, though naturally generous and humane, had been induced by 
bigotry to exercise great severities upon the pagan Saxons in Germany, 
and had obliged them, by the most rigorous edicts, to make a seeming 
compliance with the Christian doctrine. That religion which had easily 
made its way among the British Saxons, appeared shocking to their 
German brethren when imposed on them by the violence of Charle¬ 
magne; many of them fled northward into Jutland, in order to escape 
his persecutions. 

“Meeting there with a people of similar manners, they were readily 
received among them, and they soon stimulated the natives to concur in 
enterprises which promised revenge on the haughty conqueror."’

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“They invaded the provinces of France, which were exposed by the 
degeneracy and dissensions of Charlemagne’s posterity ; and being there 
known under the general name of Normans, which they received from 
their northern situation, they became the terror of all the maritime, and 
even of the inland countries." 

One member of our wide-spread family, the Genevese, Paul Henri 
Mallet, was called, in 1752, to a professorship of Belles-lettres, in the 
city of Copenhagen. 

Some of his leisure time he occupied in studying and writing the his¬ 
tory of Scandinavia. 

* “ He first clearly showed the Scandinavian element in the civiliza¬ 
tion of the French, the English, the Spanish, the Italians, and all the 
people generally, who are formed from the mixture of the degenerate 
descendants of the Romans with the vigorous children of the North. " 

fin 1066, William, duke of Normandy, took the first step toward the 
conquest of all England, when he won the battle of Hastings. 

In 1069, one of William's followers, William Mallet, was second in 
command of the castle of York; first , after Robert Fitz-Richard was 
slain. William Mallet was himself killed, with 3,000 men, in the assault 
upon the castle of the Danes. 

Again, Robert de Mallet is cited among the Norman nobles in Eng¬ 
land, who influenced Robert, duke of Normandy, to attempt to wrest 
the English throne from his brother, Henry- I. And still again, allusion 
is made to “ the great estates of Robert Mallet," from which he had 
been excluded, and which were bestowed upon Stephen, afterwards king 
of England. 

All of which only goes to show that there have been representatives 
of this Norman tribe, or family, living in England certainly ever since 
the conquest. 

In a letter written from Southampton, England, in September, 1SX2. 
General, the Baron de Mallet Molesworth, says that “The family of 
Mallets, or Malets, an ancient Norman tribe, came from Scandanavia 
about 700 or 750 A. D." It was distinguished by a terrible weapon. 
which did great execution, “ a long hammer, with a point at the other 
end "—a mallei with one side pointed. 

Later, the word was Latinized, and became Maillet, or Mallet, as in 
English.

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“ In France there are Mallets nearly everywhere, east and west. It 
is probable that the name was written Malet , as better Latin; then 
Mallet, but never Mallett, that is an embellishment entirely Anglo- 
Saxon. In England there is Sir Alexander Malet and Sir Louis Mallet. 
The chief of all the Mallets, Malets, is the Marquis Malet de Graville 
of Normandy.” 

At least one of the earlier Mallets joined the Crusaders led by Bald¬ 
win, Count of Flanders; he did not return to France, but settled in 
Antioch ; his descendants however eventually returned to Normandy. 

In 1530, one of the chiefs of the Norman family, Malet de Graville, 
Jacques Mallet, of Rouen, a Huguenot, was compelled to hurriedly 
leave his fatherland, on account of his religious convictions; he settled 
in Geneva, then ruled by Calvin. Some of his descendants still reside 
in that city. 

Both in France and Switzerland many of the name have been dis¬ 
tinguished in literature, as well as in the army and navy. 

Exile to America. 

After the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes by Louis XIV., in 1680, 
which caused such great distress to the Huguenots of France, numbers 
of them escaped from their fatherland, some of the refugees finding a 
home in America. 

Very early in that period, a colony of them, about one hundred and 
fifty families, settled New Oxford, Mass; and in the early records of 
Charlestown,Mass.; of Warren, Maine: and of Rhode Island; I find dif¬ 
ferent notices of the name of Mallett, but whether or not connected with 
our branch, I am unable to decide. Certainly they were not descend¬ 
ants of (2) John' Mallet, of Fairfield, Conn., although in one instance it 
is recorded that a “ notice be sent to the (14) Matthew* Mallets, of 
North Stratford, Conn.,” which would point to some knowledge of each 
other. 

Previous to the Revocation, (1 ) David 1 Mallet, a Plugueuot, held some 
position of prominence in the army of Louis XIV.; his five sons were 
also in that army. 

After the Revocation, persecution ensued; one of the sons was broken 
on the wheel; the father and the other four sons escaped. (1) David 1 
fled to England; one son had already established himself in Yorkshire 
as a physician; one son went to Germany; the third son (2) John 2 came 
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to America, bringing with him a brother, and a nephew, Peter. 8 
(2) John 2 was apparently a man of wealth, and succeeded in bringing 
some of his property with him in his escape from France; although 
among his descendants in Connecticut and western New York, the 
story has always been current that our ancestor was a ship carpenter, 
and that he escaped from France, probably Lyons, with only his broad- 
axe and his Bible. A further version tells of his being secreted in a 
carpenter's chest by his young wife and thus carried on board ship, 
and that his Bible was hidden in a block of wood shaped like a foot¬ 
stool. \Ve have searched in vain for that Bible, which was probably 
a copy of the edition of 1643, which bore this title-page: 

La Saixte 
Bible 

I.XTERPRETEE PAR JEAX DlODATI 
MDCXLIII 
Imprimcc a Genesee. 

The letter, to be found later on, written by John’s grandson, 
(38) Peter,* (Gen. Peter Mallett, of Wilmington and Fayetteville, X. C .,1 
gives a somewhat different coloring to his antecedents. According to 
this (2) John 2 purchased lands on the Santee river, in South Carolina, 
and settled his nephew Peter 3 there; he also bought land in Boston, 
Mass., and settled his brother in that place. For himself he bought 
land at New Rochelle, N. Y., but soon exchanged it for other land at 
Fairfield, Conn., and was living there as early as 1710. The young 
wife, whose name we do not know, who came with (2) John 2 from France, 
died in South Carolina, and also her two boys ; 3 the third and only 
remaining child 3 died at the North. About 1699 (2) John 2 married his 
servant, Johannah Lyon, who also had come with him from France. 
She could neither read nor write, and was perhaps a peasant woman. 
It is told of her, in illustration of her physical strength, that upon one 
occasion she took up a wooden plough and carried it on her shoulder 
to her husband, who was at the time on Toilsome Hill, some three or 
four miles north of his home. 

Life ix Coxxegticct. 

We are now getting down to the time of actual record. After search¬ 
ing the Town Records of Fairfield, Bridgeport and Stratford; the Church 
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Records of these towns, and of Trumbull and Huntington, Conn.; as 
well as of Wilmington and Fayetteville, N. C.; records in family Bibles 
innumerable, and upon countless tombstones, in widely scattered ceme¬ 
teries—there has been compiled the accompanying Genealogy of the 
Mallett family, for nearly two hundred years, and this brief sketch of the 
life of some of its members in the United States. 

Stratford, Connecticut, was settled in 1639 ; Fairfield, its adjoining 
neighbor on the West, at about the same time ; Bridgeport, the inter¬ 
vening town, whose territory has been carved from that of Stratford and 
Fairfield, counted a few settlers in i66v *“The first hundred years 
produced only a farming community with beautiful fields, comely resi¬ 
dences and a numerous, toiling, happy people, with now and then a 
vessel sailing out of the harbor. The farmer in his manly frock of tow, 
plowed the smooth fields, and gathered in the abundant harvest from 
year to year, with increasing pleasure and gain—while his womanly wife 
spun the tow to make the frock, and provided the frugal, healthful re¬ 
past, by the strength of which, the harvests were gathered, and the 
homes made comfortable.” 

The settlement flourished under the names of Pequonnock, Fairfield 
village, Stratfield, and Newfield, until in October, 1800, it was incor¬ 
porated as the Borough of Bridgeport, the first incorporated Borough in 
Connecticut. The fine street in that town, now known as Park avenue, 
was in earlier years known as Division street, and served as the Divi¬ 
sion line between Bridgeport and Fairfield, or in the earlier part of the 
eighteenth century, between Stratford and Fairfield. 

On the west side of the lower part of this Division street ( or Mutton 
Lane), has stood until this year (1893) a plain frame dwelling, known 
for many years as the Mallett homestead. Whether or not this iden¬ 
tical house is the same alluded to by Gen, (38) Peter* Mallett, as “ the 
elegant mansion built by his grandfather, in the French style,” I am 
not prepared to affirm ; but that the particular tract of land (forty acres) 
occupied in part, by that house, and by many of the fine residences in 
the neighborhood, and by some portion of Seaside Park, was the home¬ 
stead of the first (2) John - ’ Mallett, is proved by several deeds, still 
preserved in the old land records of Fairfield and Stratford. 

This farm, bounded north by the highway, south by the Sound, east 
and west by the lands of Timothy Wheeler and Isaac Hall ; was sold in

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1700 by Ephraim Wheeler of Stratfield, to “Johanest Courtlandt of 
New York city, marchant.” 

Said Courtlandt sold the forty acres, July 3, 1701, for “ one hundred 
and fifty pounds, current money of N. Y.,” to Lewis Lyon of Milford, 
Ct., marchant.” Lewis Lyon was the brother of Johannah Lyon, wife 
of (2) Mr. John' Mallett, and March 20, 1710, he deeded this same 
farm to (3) David," (4) John," and (5) Lewis’ Mallett, in consideration 
of two hundred pounds paid to him by their father, (2) John 8 Mallett: 
with the proviso that Jane (or Joanna) Mallett, their mother, ” shall 
have the full use of ye above said farm and ‘ bulding ’ during her 
natural life.” 

A lease of this same homestead was given Sept. 10, 1736, by (5) 
Lewis’ Mallett, of Milford, to his father and mother (2) John 8 and Jane; 
consideration, one bushil of apples yearly, also a quit-claim of same 
date, by (5) Lewis’ to (3) David" and (4) John’ of the ‘‘aforesaid home¬ 
stead on which my father now dwells.” All these records make it seem 
very probable that (2) John 8 Mallet resided on this homestead, on the 
west side of what is now Park Avenue, Bridgeport, from before 1710, 
until his death in 1745. One of his descendants tells me, that when 
her ancestor built upon this land, there were but four houses on the 
street. 

It would be most interesting, if any of the belongings of (2) John 8 or 
Joanna had been preserved to the present time, but none have as yet 
come to light. The nearest approach is the description given by the 
late Mrs. Brothwell of (2) John's 8 coach or carriage which she remem¬ 
bered. In the Parish Records of the Church of Christ, of Stratfield, 
which was the predecessor of the present North Congregational Church 
of Bridgeport, appear these entries : 

Renewed covenant, Mallet, Mr., Apr. 29, 1705. 

“ David, Mch. 5, 1731-2. 

Baptism, David, son of Mr. Mallett, bap. Apr. 29, 1705. 

Apparently (5) Lewis’ Mallett, of Milford, became the owner of the 
Division St. homestead, after the death of his mother in 1764 : but both 
he and his son (25) Lewis'continued to live in Milford. In 1781 and 
in 1787, we find (108) Lewis, grandson of the first (5) Lewis’ buying 
lands contiguous to the old homestead, and in 1790, (5) Lewis’deeds 
this same thirty acres, house, barn, etc., to his son (25) Lewis 4 of Mil¬ 
ford, and his grandson (108) Lewis’ of Fairfield. 
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Mrs. Stephen Hawley, a lineal descendant of (25) Lewis* told me 
that he bought this laud, but preferring to live in Milford, he told his 
son (108) Lewis 5 that if he would marrv, he should have the property ; 
accordingly this (108) Lewis 5 married Anna Beach, came to live upon 
the Fairfield homestead in 1778 or 1779, (so Anna says in her Pension 
Application,) and it has belonged to him and to his descendants in a 
direct line to the present time. 

In addition to this land on the Sound, John Mallett bought of Agur 
Tomlinson, May 5, 1710, 32 acres at Tawtashua hill, for 32 pounds. 
Nov. 20, 1710, Lewis Lyon sold to‘'John Mallet, shipwright," "eighty 
acres ol woodland lying in ye county of Stratford, being of ye six miles 
division so called according to ye grant of said towne of Stratford;” 
that also being in Tashua. In 1739, and 1740, deeds are recorded, 
showing gifts from (2) John* to his sons (3) David’, and (4) Joint 1 of 230 
acres of land at Tashua, and one to his daughter (6) Joanna 3 Angevine, 
of land in Stratford, which I think was situated on the north side of 
the King's highway, (now North Ave.) near its intersection with Park 
Avenue. 

The Tashua lands, or portions of them, are still in possession of 
(2) John’s’ descendants of the same name; mostly, I think, in the line 
of (3) David*, his eldest son. Two slate-stone grave marks, sacred to 
the memory of (2) John*, and Joanna Mallet are still in existence, in 
the old Stratfield burying ground, corner North and Clinton avenues, 
Bridgeport, Conn., drawings of which are given elsewhere. On page 
will be found the will of (2) John 2 Mallet In full—the inventory of 
his estate amounted to £2. 039, but he had given the most of his landed 
property to his five children before his death. 

Family of (2) John" and Joannah Mallet. 

There is still in existence an old worm-eaten paper once in the 
possession of Rev. James Kant, who was the pastor of Trumbull 
Congregational Church, until 1835, which bears this record : 

"The heirs of John and Johannah Lyon Mallet are as follows : 


David, born in Stratfield, Conn.,.1701 

John, jr., born in Stratfield, Conn.,.1703 

Lewis, born in Stratfield, Conn.,.1706 

Johannah, born in Stratfield, Conn., .1710 

Peter, born in Stratfield, Conn.,.1712 
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The heirs of John Mallet, jr., were 4 sons, 8 daughters; the heirs of 
Lewis were 1 son, 2 daughters: Johannah Mallett married Leah Ange- 
vine, her heirs were 3 sons and 4 daughters ; the heirs of Peter were six 
sons and 3 daughters.” 

Of these five children (5) Lewis" was taken by his uncle Lewis Lyon, 
of Milford, whose namesake he was; lived with him in Milford and 
became his heir. The other three sons, (3) David 1 , (4) John" and (7) 
Peter" settled on the Tashua lands; although it seems probable that 
David and John spent part of their lives on the homestead on the Sound. 
(6) Johannah" Angevine (whose husband's name is given in deeds as 
Zechariah) was given a home in the upper part of Stratfield : her son 
(29) Zechariah 1 afterward owning an adjoining farm. It is said of 
(6) Johannah" Mallet that she was “ the handsomest girl who ever 
crossed the water ; ’' that she was engaged to be married to some gentle¬ 
man who left her for a journey to the old world. He was away for 
such a long time that she wearied of waiting for him, and instead 
married Mr. Angevine. (3) David" married Esther Angevine, a French 
lady, then living at New Rochelle. He died at Tashua Aug. 22, 1777. 
His will, dated March 15, 1775, mentions his wife, his daughter (12) 
Esther* Wheeler, and his three sons, (8) John*, (10) David* and (u 
Joseph 1 , but does not mention his daughter (9) Hannah 1 Porter—she 
may have died before her father. 

(3) David’s" second son (10) David* kept an inti at The Old Landlord 
House, north of Chubb brook on Tashua street. His family were some¬ 
times called the Xepueket Malletts, in allusion to a story connecting 
him with the Indians. An Indian squaw lived on the west side of 
Tashua street, between Chubb brook and the place now owned by (228) 
George A. Mallett’s 1 ' heirs. Upon one occasion, before going to “ The 
Salts” (which was the shore of Long Island Sound), she turned her 
spotted pig, 11 Nepucket,” into the woods nearby, to feed upon the nuts 
while she was away. Her absence was so prolonged that (10) David* 
Mallett, thinking that she must be dead, caught and killed the pig. 
Sometime afterward the squaw returned, and brought suit against (ioj 
David 1 for her pig. A piece of pork was all that remained of poor 
11 Nepucket.” An interesting relic of this same (10) David*, is a valen¬ 
tine, sent by him, in 1780, to his third wife, Polly Youngs, a Jewess. 
It must be seen to be appreciated. When folded, it is about four inches 
square, and has a pansy painted on the cover : it has four other illustra- 
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tions in colors, and twelve verses, and is so curiously folded that upon 
unfolding, each illustration develops into two more. These are the 
verses : 

Adam comes first upon the stage 
And Eve out of his side 
Was given to him in Manage 
Turn up and see his Bride. 

Eve Inocent You may behold 
From pride & afectation Free 
The under leaf you may Unfold 
Another Sight To See 

View not the mairmaid if you do

Now I’ve escaped the eagles claws

Lift up & Sec it Plain

The family of (4) John* lias long been an enigma ; but the discovery 
of his will lias given us indisputably the names of his twelve children. 
:;: His son (14) Matthew* was in 1773 “ established by the Connecticut 
Assembly to be Lieutenant of the company or train-band in the north¬ 
western part of the town of Stratford,” which company had been formed 
in 1772 upon the “ memorial of Matthew Mallett and others.” Later, 
this same (14) Matthew’ proved a turncoat and became a Tory, dying 
in the English service, in 1775 or later. His son f74) Stephen' also 
joined the British, and in 1780 part of his estate was confiscated. 
17) Peter,* the youngest child of (2) John,' lived at thefoot of Tasliua 
hill, ou the west side of the road. He was a blacksmith by trade, 
but increased his means by carrying ou a barter in negro slaves. Both 
(2) John, 2 and (7) Peter' mention negro slaves in their wills. (7) Peter" 
was also a Commissary in the army during the French and Indian 
wars ill 1775-6. He died ol small-pox, contracted during a visit 
to New York, in connection with his business of trading in slaves 
and cattle; and was buried in the field back of the saw mill; the 
burial being made at night, by his wife and children ; his grave- 
mark is still standing. The inventor}' of (7) Peter’s" estate amounted 
to .£7,046; his property consisting of personal effects, live stock, 
real estate, notes, and bonds. His wife Mary, and eldest son (38) 
Peter* were appointed executors of the estate, and in the Colonial Rec¬ 
ords, as well as in the Town Records, are several notices of facts re¬ 
lating to the fulfilling of these duties. Also Records are still extant of 
appointment of guardians to the younger children. This son ("38) 


* Colonial Records, Conn 
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Peter' seemed to succeed, in a measure, to his father’s business of Com¬ 
missary in the Colonial army, and later occupied a similar position to 
the Continental troops of North Carolina, during the earlier part of the 
Revolution. 

The will of Mary Mallett (widow of (7) Peter 1 ) was dated Feb. 23, 
1778; probated May 23, 1779. In this she gives to her “beloved sou 
Peter, ten shillings, who has nearly had his proportion before.” Her 
son Philip is to have 11 my dwelling house where he now lives, and what 
land under it and adjoining to it, in that town. Moreover, I give unto 
him my great Bible.” Other children mentioned are Samuel and 
Zachariali, Daniel, Mary Summers, Phebe Hawley, and Naomi Booth. 

From all this we learn that the father of the Malletts, and his own 
immediate family, lived for the greater part of their lives in the south¬ 
western corner of little Connecticut, and died in their own homes. The 
next generation began to wander, and now the homes of the tweutv-one 
hundred descendants are scattered over the entire globe. 

Ot the grandchildren of (2) John," (3) David’s* sous aud daughters, 
settled within a few miles of their father’s home; most of (4) John’s* 
twelve children did likewise, but his two daughters (half sisters), Mehit- 
able and Eunice, who married two brothers, Isaac and Michael Beards¬ 
ley, moved to Catharine, Schuyler co., N. Y., in 1800. Mehitable and 
Isaac, however, must have returned to Connecticut, and are buried in 
Huntington.* 

(7) Peter's 1 eldest son (38) Peter,' and the next to the youngest son, 
(42) Daniel,' migrated from the rocks of Connecticut to the sands of 
North Carolina. 

In Fayetteville, N. C., there is a beautiful sheet of water which still 
bears the name of” Mallett Pond,” taking the name in honor of Gen. 
138) Peter.' 

Hundreds of miles north of this point, on the Vermont side of Lake 
Champlain, there is an inlet of the lake, a few miles north of the city of 
Burlington, known as Mallett Bay. Tradition derives the title from one 
Stephen Mallett, a Frenchman, who settled there probably some time 
before the Revohition ; he was a sort of hermit, and had neither wife nor 
children. 

(4) John 3 had a son, (14) Matthew,' whose eldest son was named 
(74) Stephen,* and might possibly have been the Vermont hermit; but I

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am more inclined to believe that this man was a descendant of the 
family mentioned on page i, who came to Canada in 1640. Some of the 
Vermont records say that the first raft of oak timber taken to Quebec 
was owned by Stephen Mallett, of Colchester. “ Mallett, as he was 
called by every one, was one of the first settlers in town. No one knows 
where he came from, but he had built a log cabin on the shore of the 
bay which bears his name, long before the Revolution, and the clearing 
about the house had the appearance of being very ancient; he died a 
very old man in 1789 or '90.'' "His improvements must have been 
earlier than those under the charter, but all that remains of him is the 
old cellar and the name he left to the point and the bay where he lived, 
Mallett Head, Mallett Bay, and Mallett Creek." 

The Revolution. 

No history of any family in existence since Colonial times would be 
complete without the story of the part taken by that family in the Revo¬ 
lutionary struggle. 

I have frequently been told in Connecticut that the only interest taken 
by the Malletts in the War for the Independence was on the Ton - side, 
and I am most happy to refute that slander. Two names are on record 
as taking the side of the British, ( 14j Matthew*, son of (4) John', who 
lost his life in the English army, and his son (74) Stephen', whose 
estate was confiscated “ because he had joined the enemy of the United 
States." 

Over against these two names, is this Roll of Honor: (25) Capt. 
Lewis* Mallett; (10S) Corp. Lewis' 1 ; (m) Miles'; (109) John'; (38) 
Gen- Peter*; (40) Corp. Philip*; (42) Daniel*; and (4S) John P. Mal- 
lett'. 

In the Pension Office at Washington. D. C., is this record : "United 
States, debtor to the State of Connecticut for the service of State troops, 
etc., 1756-1S25 : ” and " Capt. Lewis Mallett served from April to No¬ 
vember, 1780.” 

Capt. (25) Lewis* Mallett s son (ToS) Lewis'served as private, then 
as corporal. His widow, Anna, applied for a pension May 22, 1S39. 
" Her statement, relative to the soldier's service, which was rendered 
entirely with the Connecticut troops,” shows “ three month's service in 
1775, two and a hali months in 1776, one month in 1777, three months 
in 1778, one half month in 1779, three months in 1780, and four months 
in 1782.” 
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(10S) Lewis' 5 brothers (in) Miles 5 and (r09) John 5 were themselves 
pensioners in 1832 and 1840, respectively. 

(48) John (Porter) Mallett 5 was in Capt. Jabez Wheeler's Co., Col. 
Whiting’s Regiment, commanded by Lt.-Col. Jonathan Dimon, at 
Peekskill, Oct. 5-30, 1777. He was also in service with rank of cor¬ 
poral at Green’s Farms, March r5, 1781, in the company of Capt. Xajah 
Bennett. Gen. Waterburv’s State Brigade. (See Conn. Men in the Rev.) 

* (38) Peter* Mallett was appointed Commissary of the Fifth Regiment, 
North Carolina troops, in Continental line, April 23, 1776. His brother 
(42) Daniel* was appointed Commissary of the Fourth Regiment, N. C. 
troops, Dec. 16, 1776. 

+ In the War Records on file at the State Department in Washington, 
(3S) Peter Mallett* appears as a Deputy Commissary of Purchases in a 
list of accounts in the Register's office. The amount appears in column 
headed “ Old Emiss,” 1,020,000.

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(38) Peter* and (42) Daniel* Mallett also received each a bounty of 
five thousand acres of land in Tennessee. 

That the fighting element, which had been inherited from (1) David' 
Mallet, as shown in the sendee of the army of Louis XIV., had not 
entirely died out, even with the close of the Revolutionary War, is 
proved by the fact that the Records of the Connecticut men in the War 
of 1812 give these names : Under Commander Philip Walker, at Bridge¬ 
port, in 1S14, (215?) William Mallett, April 15 to 17; (64?) David Mallett, 
Sept. 30 to Oct. 3; under Commander Charles Parks, (210) Jesse Mallett 6 , 
July 12-Sept. 17. 

Also (189) Isaac 5 Mallett, son of (40) Philip*, enlisted in 1812, from 
Catharine, N. Y., became ill and died in the sendee near Buffalo. 

In the Muster Roll of Connecticut Militia from 1817 on. the name of 
(192) Joseph E. 5 Mallett appears as private in Fifth Co. First Regiment 
Light Artillery. 

During the recent Civil War, representatives of our family, from both 
sides of Mason and Dixon’s line, fought bravely for that which each 
believed to be the right principle, but in deadly opposition to each other. 

Cod grant that there may never again be need for actual assertion of 
the fighting element by members of our clan. 

Church and State. 

But it is not only on the field of battle that the name of Mallett has 
been known. In the early history of Connecticut, the church and the 
common school occupied prominent places in the lives of the people. In 
this connection we find in Orcutt’s History, in 1768, the names of (39) 
Samuel* and (40) Philip* Mallett. in 1773. of (14) Matthew* Mallett, of 
Daniel Hawley, Jonathan Nichols and Benjamin Sears, whose wives 
were all granddaughters of (2) John" Mallett; in 1778, on the school com¬ 
mittee, Solomon Booth husband of (37) Naomi Mallett*; John Wheeler, 
husband of (12) Esther Mallett'; and (ri) Joseph Mallett. 

All of the houses on Tasliua street were in those early times occupied 
by members of this family, and about 1760 Christ (Episcopal) church 
was organized, and a small building 36x26 built, near the north gate of 
the present churchyard, at the upper end of the street. 

The larger part of the parishioners must then have belonged to the 
Mallett family. A similar state of things exists even now; in 18S0, out 
of the whole number, eleven, on the roll of wardens and vestrymen, four 
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bear the name of Mallett, and four others are connected with the family 
by marriage. 

A son of ( 199) Daniel’ Mallett, tells me that in his boyhood, it was the 
custom for the minister to spend the Sunday “ nooning; ” or the hour 
between morning and afternoon services, at his father’s house, where he 
was joined by many members of the congregation, making a half-circle 
in Iront of the wood fire in the great open fire-place. The clergyman at 
that time was Rev. Ashbel Baldwin, whose ministrations were shared 
by Christ Church, Stratford, and Christ Church, Tashua, and the house 
then occupied by Daniel Mallett, is the one now used as the Rectory of 
the church in Tashua. 

Col. 138) Peter* Mallett, who settled in North Carolina, married for 
his second wife, “ pretty Sally Mumford.” of New London, Conn.; she 
was one of the two people in Fayetteville who were Episcopalians, and 
who owned prayer-books ; and many of the occasional services of the 
church, which could be enjoyed in those days, were held in her house. 

The sons and daughters of (38) Peter* and Sally carried on the same 
devotion to the church in Fayetteville. (172) Charles Peter’, being ves¬ 
tryman for many years, and his son (448) Charles Beatty* 4 , also vestry¬ 
man and senior warden until his death. 

Prior to the Civil war (172) Charles Peter' Mallett and (448) Charles 
Beatty'* Mallett were large cotton manufacturers in Fayetteville, and 
their losses at that time were correspondingly heavy. (448) Charles 
Beatty was largely instrumental in building the first railroad to Fayette¬ 
ville, now known as the Cape Fear and Yadkin Valley R. R ., and he 
was its first president. 

Another son of Col. (38) Peter* was Gen. (174) Edward Jones Mallett. 
In his early manhood he moved to Providence, R. I., where he married 
the daughter of Gov. James Fenner. He lived there until 1845, when he 
removed to New York. In 185S, he accepted the appointment of 
United States Consul General to Italy, and upon his return to America 
in 1S62, was appointed by President Lincoln, paymaster in the U. S. 
Army. 

Returning again to Connecticut, we find that in 1764, (5) Lewis* 
Mallett was one of the three who gave the land where the (stone) 
(Episcopal) Church of Milford, now stands, and in 1778, his son (25) 
Lewis* gave a lease of land to pa}' a church debt. 

My father (516) Charles'* Mallett, after spending his early years on his 
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father’s farm, gaining as much education as the district school and the 
higher grade academy could give him, journeyed to what was then the 
far west, Niagara co., N. Y., and engaged for a time in school teaching. 
Yielding to the earnest solicitations of his sisters, he returned to Con¬ 
necticut and located in Bridgeport. 

In 1834, he erected the “first store on Main st. and was the first to 
conduct a purely mercantile business on that street.” His influence 
was always exerted for the good of the town, but he would never accept 
any official position. He was a constant attendant at old St. John's 
Church, and many times a member of her vestry. 

(40) Philip 4 , son of (7) Peter’, and brother of Col. (38) Peter', moved 
with his family to Catharine, Schuyler co., N. Y., in the autumn of 
1802—his sons (183) Dimon 5 and (184) Daniel’’ having preceded him the 
Spring of the same year ; a third son (187) Levi 5 bought new land in the 
same vicinity, cleared it, lived, and died on the farm that he had thus 
rescued from the wilds, one half mile S. W. of Johnson’s settlement, 
(now Catharine,) and still known as the Malette farm. 

(40) Philip' prospected for iron, and silver ore in the hills of N. Y., 
but was unsuccessful, and died much in debt. Numerous descendants 
of (40) Philip', and of (16) Mehitable', and (19) Eunice' (Mallett) 
Beardsley still live in Schuyler, and adjoining counties, and others have 
scattered from there, through the Western States. 

Of (2) John Mallet’s 5 thirty-seven grandchildren ; (3) David’s 3 five 
children settled in Tashua, or the town of Trumbull, Fairfield county, 
Conn, (of which Tashua is a school district)—part of (4) John's" twelve, 
remained in Conn., part went to Central New York—(5) Lewis’s" three 
lived in Milford, New Haven co., Conn.—(6) Joanna’s 3 seven, are 
partly undiscovered—(7) Peter’s" ten, were fairly divided between Trum¬ 
bull, Conn., Catharine, N. Y., and Fayetteville, N. Carolina. 

The descendants of these thirty-seven, down to the tenth generation, 
to the number of twenty-three hundred, are, or have been, found in 
almost every State in the Union, and quarter of the globe. And their 
occupations have been equally diverse—farmers, artisans, merchants, 
printers, publishers, soldiers, dentists, physicians, lawyers, clergymen of 
various denominations—all classes are represented in our clan—the poor 
and the rich ; the high and the low ; the learned and the ignorant. 

And all can trace their ancestry back to John the Huguenot, and 
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Johannah Lyon his wife—and thence to David, the Commissary in the 
army of the great French king. 

What would be the astonishment of that same John the Huguenot, 
could he rise from his grave in quaint, old Stratfield burying-ground! 
Think you he could easily find his way to his old home on Park avenue 
—even if the street cars (electric perhaps), were ready to cany" him to 
his very' door ? 

These past two hundred years have wrought mighty changes even in 
Bridgeport. A. S. M. 
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Letter of Gen’l (38) Peter Mallett*. 

As it may give some pleasure and satisfaction to my family that 
follow me to know whence the family and name arise, and the manner 
of our forefather’s first coming to America, as well as to be acquainted 
with their situation, manner of living and hardships and dangers ot 
their predecessors to my children and to them only I address this. In 
order to lead you into the knowledge I have myself of my family I must 
first inform you that when I was a child, perhaps not more than two or 
three years of age, I was taken home by my grandmother, who, I be¬ 
lieve, meant to bring me up at this time. My grandfather was living 
when I was between five and six years old, and died at his farm, three 
miles from Fairfield, Conn., aged ninety and upwards. I continued 
with my grandmother about two years after. She was a good, old 
French woman and could not speak a word in English, and from my 
living with her, I could not speak nor understand the English language 
as all the servants and every person in the house, my grandfather and 
grandmother knew nothing than French. At this time, my grand¬ 
mother and my uncle David had some dispute with my father about a 
farm which my uncle found means to withhold which so much dis¬ 
pleased my father that he took me away from my grandmother. Not¬ 
withstanding I was taken away from her, she ever spoke of me with 
tenderness and affection ; often supplied me with money and other 
articles. 

I believe I never but once saw her before my father’s death which 
occurred nine years after. After his death, my grandmother renewed 
all her former fondness for me, and I am sure had she not disposed of 
what was in her power in the course of my absence, it would have come 
tome. About a month before she died, in 1763, she sent for me, and 
gave me a number of French books. Among them was a handsomely 
bound book, which she handed me, and told me that it was my great¬ 
grandfather’s and grandfather’s journal and that it was highly -worth 
my notice and attention, and that her then last prayer was that I should 
never feel or know such hardships, distress, disappointments, fatigues, 
dangers, difficulties, &c., &c. 

At this time I was about nineteen, and having a command of money 
and company, paid very little regard to the injunctions of my good 
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grandmother or the books, although I took particular care of them, 
until I came to settle in Wilmington in 1769. 

The age of my grandmother I do not recollect, more than hearing the 
family frequently say that she was two or three years older than my 
grandfather, tho’ she would have it that she was some years over one 
hundred. In 1769-70, an Irish gentleman, Mr. Bennis (?) stayed with 
me, •who read the French language better than English, as he received 
his education in that country. It so happened that he got a sight of 
the French books given me by my grandmother, among them a great 
deal of the laws, trials, disputes, &c., and often the name of my grand¬ 
father mentioned. Mr. Bennis enquired of me if I knew the history of 
my forefathers. I told him not, but my grandmother had given me 
what she called a journal, written by my greatgrandfather. I told 
Bennis of what my good grandmother had given me, but I was never 
taught to write or read French, although I could speak no other lan¬ 
guage, but had now almost forgot to speak it ; upon which Bennis 
undertook to translate it into English. If I recollect right, there 
were 1S0 pages or more, written in a large book, and neatly in the 
style, and often the custom with the General and Field officers in the 
army. This book and the English of it, I had laid up carefully at 
Cross Creek, now Fayetteville, until 1781, when a Colonel Fannen and 
his troop of horse came there and took the town, broke open the 
trunks and this, with other books and papers, was destroyed, which, of 
course, deprives me of giving you a full account; but as I went over 
the translation of Bennis frequently, and have still in remembrance the 
substance of what related to my two grandfathers, the first part of 
which was written by the hand of the elder, (whose name was David,) 
the latter part by his son John, my grandfather. 

My great-grandfather, and his family, lived in Rochelle, France. He 
had considerable command there, either in the army, or civil depart¬ 
ment, in Louis the 14th time. This is clear—because in his book were 
copies of several letters from Le Tellier, who was, it seems, a judge 
appointed by the King, probably for the purpose only to try the Calvin¬ 
ists. Bennis read me of a proclamation, directed to David Mallett, 
Commissary of the 4th Division. Le Tellier writes at the bottom of 
this proclamation, a note in very respectful terms, inviting my great¬ 
grandfather to recant, and draw his followers over; advises by no means 
to suffer his family, or those who relied on him, to go near those 
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Preachers, then about, nor to depend too much on a Mr. Colbrit, tells 
him his son the Marquis de Louvois shall meet him at some private 
place, &c. However, it seems my great-grandfather would not listen to 
him ; that he, and his five sons led many thousands. 

At last the King's troops turned out, took Rochelle, put to death all 
before them—indeed the cruelties committed among the women and 
children, by the soldiers, is beyond expression. My great-grandfather, 
with his sons, and such of the family as were spared, made a good 
retreat into the country, where they made a stand for some time. 

In 1686 there were four hundred officers broken on the wheel, among 
them my grandfather’s brother, brother-in-law, and their wives and 
children, either burned, or put to death other ways, for signing some 
text to a Rev’d- Protestant. My great-grandfather, and grand¬ 

father, with many thousands, forced their way to some shipping, and 
landed in England in 1687. From every appearance they brought with 
them a great deal of money and many servants. In 1691 my great¬ 
grandfather died ; his age I do not recollect. My grandfather returned 
to France privately, got away his wife, two children, some money, and 
two ships, which had either been concealed for him or given in payment 
for some property. These ships came to England. There my grand¬ 
father takes in a number of passengers of his own country, and with 
three other ships sailed for S. Carolina. Three of the ships arrived off 
Santee, two, to the South. At Santee my grandfather and family 
arrived. The other two of the ships landed their passengers at Bufort, 
and then went around to the Savannah river. A settlement was made 
on the Santee by these people, great land purchases were made, the 
families of Linet, Horner, Hague, and a number of French names re¬ 
main there yet. My grandfather sent his ships some voyages, and 
remained himself, either to form a settlement, or some other plan. 

Before they returned, he lost his wife and one child ; he had two chil¬ 
dren left. This distressed him so much that he returned to some part 
of Germany, where his brother had gone, but left behind him Johanna 
Lyon, his two children, and a nephew named Peter, whom he sent back, 
as his journal says, to the highlands he had purchased for him. This 
must be the high hills of Santee, as some of Peter’s family are there 
still. 

My grandfather went into some army against his country for nearlv 
two years, when he returned by way of New York to Santee. He 
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found Hannah Lyon (his servant), one child, and nephew alive- He 
takes with him Hannah and his child, leaves his nephew, and goes to 
New York, where he and the Angevines, Alias, Febels, and a number 
of French that had been to Germany, purchased five square miles and 
called it New Rochelle, twenty miles eastward of New York. This was 
about the year 1695. One of my grandfather’s brothers was a physician 
and settled in Yorkshire, England, another settled in Germany, and a 
third came out with his ships. 

He kept him with him; it seems he turned out badly by being a 
drunkard. My grandfather gave him some property, and settled him in 
Boston. I have found some of the same name there, and found them to 
be of the family; they are mostly worthy tradesmen. 

In 1695 my grandfather married his faithful servant, Hannah Lyon, 
and sent a brother of hers to his brother in Yorkshire, who had before 
been his servant boy, to study under his brother, the doctor; and 
to exchange with Louis Angevine his portion of the New Rochelle pur¬ 
chase for lands near Fairfield, where he lived in the greatest plenty, had 
an elegant house, built in the French style, a handsome little farm, and 
two others six miles distant. He kept eight or ten French servants, and 
when my uncle David and John were settled, Louis Lyon returned and 
settled as a doctor in Milford, Conn., where in a few years he made a 
handsome fortune, and took with him, as his own son, in 1721, my 
uncle Lewis Mallett. They lived together in great harmony for many 
years, and made a handsome fortune. Doctor Lyon having no other 
family than my uncle and three children. Doctor Lyon died, and soon 
after my grandfather left all his fortune to my uncle Lewis, his son, and 
my cousin. 

My grandfather returned twice to Europe after he settled in America; 
once he took with him his eldest son, David, having lost his son at 
Rochelle, that he brought from Santee. The last time he went to 
Surrey (?) and sent my father over to France, to negotiate some money 
matters, which he and my father complained hardly against some ref¬ 
lations cheating them, so they must have failed mostly in their expecta¬ 
tion. From the small idea I have of him myself, and from what I have 
generally understood from his friends and neighbors, he was an officer¬ 
like man, been used to hardships of war, and others, with a remarkable 
constitution ; never slept in a bed, nor would he suffer his sons until 
they were settled in their mode of living ; calm in his temper, but re- 
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vengeful when displeased, his neighbors generally feared and loved him. 
His countrymen he treated haughtily. I recollect when he died. He 
left five sons, David, Zaclcarie, John, Louis and Peter. The youngest 
was my father. None of them equaled their father in any degree what¬ 
ever. 

David and John, soon after the death of their father, persuaded their 
mother to sign a lease of her property, but as she always said, so sayeth 
my father, that this property was meant for my father, or myself at her 
death. On examining the conveyance it was found to be a real bill of 
sale forever. This brought on a quarrel that was never settled during 
the three brothers lifetime. Though my uncles had then valuable lands, 
large stocks and many servants as are necessary in that country, and 
considerable in cash, yet they and their families, except one son of John, 
came almost to nothing, at least they were forced to work. Matthew, 
the son of John, seemed very fortunate at his first beginning. Unluckily, 
in 1776, he raised two armies, joined the British, had a major's commis¬ 
sion, and was killed in 1777. My Uncle Lewis, who was an easy, well 
meant man, and one who had no desire for more property than would 
afford him an easy living and a plentiful table. He lived in Milford, in 
this easy, honest way, until his death. Lewis, his son, followed nearly 
the steps of his father, enjoying nearly the same, not more, nor less than 
he did. 

At the death of Dr. Lyon, Peter, my father, was of a lively, gay turn, 
fond of company and traveling, and was in trade, seemingly with suc¬ 
cess, too. When the war broke out in 1755 he engaged either with the 
quartermaster's department or commissary, perhaps both. In 1757 he 
took me with him, and in 1759 I had become so well acquainted with 
the business that I was relied on for almost all purchases of cattle, 
horses and stock, and wet provision for 12,000 men. 

I was born November 14, 1744, of course but little over sixteen, 
when the settlement of my father's estate came to me. This business 
was too much for any such boy to undertake. The inventory of my 
father's estate, notes and lands amounted to over ,£30,000, including the 
value of lands, and it was expected the estate was worth at least half 
that sum, clear, which I doubt not, was it possible to have justice done. 

After the death of my father, I continued on my own account to pur¬ 
chase cattle and beaves for several garrisons, and by the time the troops 
were called home, on peace being made, I had cleared to myself 8 or 
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,£10,000. This, and the handling of such a property, rather raised my 
ideas too high, together with the great change between peace, and 
war, of which I was not a proper judge at that age. Shortly after, the 
creditors brought suit against my father’s estate, I acted as executor for 
all who owed money, but being so sure of a large property out of the 
estate left, I made no guard in pleas to those actions for the insolvence 
of the estate. I succeeded shortly with the assistance of William 
Samuel Johnson, the first lawyer in the country, to obtain judgments 
against the debtors of the estate, for upwards of ^£20,000, and had 
suffered judgments against the estate nearly half that sum, had not the 
least fears of money. In 1764 debtors to the estate failed, and the 
money never recovered to amount more than half. Then all went 
wrong, and of course I was pressed from every quarter, and from not 
making proper pleas, became myself liable, tho' in fact, by this time I 
had more than spent all my own money, and had (illegible) run in 
something what I expected my own share of the estate. At this time 
I was engaged to be married to Miss Eunice Curtice. Her father had 
promised me some money and other property, which would in value 
have been $6,000. However he shortly turned against the match, and 
finally gave not a shilling. Everything seemed to run to my destruc¬ 
tion, particularly to one so young, and had never known the want of 
money, nor the necessity of such industry and care, in that country 
which above all others in America it requires. In November, 1764, I 
was married, and in 1765 was resolved on travel and trying again my 
fortunes. 

Accordingly I waited on Dr. Johnson, my friend who had known all 
the business, and told him without much ceremony that I felt myself in 
a bad situation, and asked his advice what to do; and after relating to 
him the disappointments I had met with on my part, even my father-in- 
law, who was able but entirely indifferent; and pointing out to Dr. 
Johnson the true statement of my father’s personal property—the real 
estate I had given up to the heirs—and that my own property would 
nearly pay what befel me to do, we both concluded that in honesty I 
could do no more than leave and otherwise seek my fortune. 

Thus far was all I intended when I first sat down, but as my own life 
and fortune has been rather extraordinary and uncommon, I thought I 
would amuse my sons with a short account. 

At the winding up of affairs as mentioned, and lodging an account 
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with the Probate, mortgaged all my own property to pay the debts of 
my father, as I had perhaps made use of some of the estate's money, and 
about leaving my country for what place I knew not, except the calling 
at Hispanola (?) in hopes of receiving $2,000 due me by a Col. Hopkins 
of the French army, I left my wife towards the end of June, 1765, then 
not twenty-one as to years, tho’ I had seen more life than most men of 
forty. With the value of $200 and an order on some persons in New 
York for about $800 more, this all arose from an aunt of my wife’s. 
With this sum I went to Canobay (?) purchased half of two vessels, went 
with one after Col. Hopkins, to whom I had lent money in 1760, in 
Canada, but succeeded poorly, received to the value of $500, handsome 
treatment and fair promises. From thence I came to Charleston, in 
Virginia. By this time, in the Fall of 1765, I undertook the command 
of my own vessel, went to Spain, part of Portugal, Denmark and Eng¬ 
land. From thence to the coast of Guinea, thence to the Barbadoes, 
Jamaica, thence to the Spanish Bay of Honduras, to Virginia, thence 
returned to Charleston. Various were the hardships in those voyages, 
almost too much to enter upon, both by sickness and want, especially 
from Senegal to the West Indies, where part of the crew preserved their 
lives by the flesh of the negroes, sickness which carried off all the crew 
except one man and boy on the South Main. I continued master of my 
own vessel and had made very considerable gain, so as to suppose my¬ 
self worth $10,000 or $12,000; went to Connecticut for my family early 
in 1768, who had never heard of me after my departure. In June I lost 
my vessel and cargo to the full value of my worth on Cape Hatteras, 
went on shore about 2 '/ 2 leagues on the foreyard, lost seven seamen out 
of thirteen. After some difficulties we got to Newbern, a stranger with¬ 
out a hat or a shoe. 

I was then bound to London, but now found myself reduced to noth¬ 
ing, worn down with hardship and fatigue. However, I found a friend 
to clothe me, lent me money to carry me back to Charleston. I wrote 
my wife advising her to remain where she was, until I recovered my 
fortune, which I should again try. The sixth day after I arrived in 
Charleston, I again sailed for Liverpool, with a cargo half mine, on 
credit, and a chartered vessel at a low rate. 

I made a very short passage and came to a good market. I got a 
freight of King’s provisions, for Port Royal, Tamaica, and Pensacola. 
At the same time an Irish lady took her passage with me for Jamaica, 
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and a number of serv ants. Before we reached our intended port I found 
she was the intended wife of the Governor of Campeche. She offered 
me a handsome sum to land her in the Bay of Campeche, and after 
further arguments promised to assist me to trade with the Spaniards 
there. At Kingston I readily obtained some freight belonging to my¬ 
self and those concerned with me in Charleston, in negroes, rum, and 
printed linens, which articles were suitable to that country, double 
manned my crew—added two more guns, proceeded first to land my 
Kingston stores, and other freight at Pensacola, crossed the bay of 
Mexico with the lady and her servants, landed her in Catnpeachy with 
some difficulty. 

We first made our trade peaceably, to about one-half, the Governor 
being very friendly as far as he dared, but at last about the middle of 
the night, about the sixth day we had been at anchor he privately 
ordered, or she did, that several Spanish boats should take my vessel 
and cargo that night. I11 that country, the last of the night, and all of 
the morning is calm, so had no other way but to defend with our guns. 
Accordingly we made ready. At daybreak I believe from 300 to 400 
men in six boats came boldly alongside. 

When within speaking distance I desired them to come no nearer, or 
I would sink them. They, however, continued with all force of oars, 
when I brought alongside on them, sunk two boats at once, and, as I 
heard afterwards, up the Mississippi, that I killed and drowned near 
thirty. The rest made off as fast as they had before come toward me. 
As soon as the wind changed, about nine o'clock, I departed for New 
Orleans, where a Spanish fleet had just arrived in order to take posses¬ 
sion of the place from the French according to the treaty of 1763. I 
got permission from the French officers to deal with the French about 
180 miles up the river. 

I shortly made sale of the remainder of my cargo, purchased pork, 
and other articles, sent my vessel to Pensacola, crossed by land myself, 
sold part there, and returned from thence to Charleston. This voyage 
was performed in less than eight months, my share of the profits 
exceeded $3,000. 

On my arrival I found a letter in the postoffice, informing me that a 
friend of mine had made insurance on my account, unknown to me, on 
the new vessel and cargo lost the year before, on Cape Hattras, to 
amount of 1,000 guineas. These two sums enabled me to get credit in 
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England, in the West Indies, and in Charleston. I then left the sea— 
went to Edenton commissioned by Wilcox, Cram & Co., to fill up two 
cargo ships belonging to Handle and Edom, London, that was in a way 
of laying on demurrage. During my stay there, Maurice Moore, Esqre., 
one of the circuit judges, invited me to come to Wilmington and go 
into trade. I came along with Mr. Moore, and accordingly entered into 
business. That, together with having half the agency of victualling 
the North Lowland, yielded me a handsome profit. In 1770 I sent a 
vessel for my wife and child. Her father refused her coming and my 
wife did not urge it with that warmth I expected. I was so vexed that 
—for more than a year. At last being uneasy to know I had a wife and 
child and to treat her coldly without being sure she was to blame I sent 
a Capt. Magill to her. She wrote me she could not come away unless it 
was unknown to her father—in that situation with strangers—that she 
could come with myself anyhow. I accordingly in July, 1772, took a 
pilot boat, went to the mouth of Fairfield harbor, met her, she came to 
the water side with her son, took her in our boat, and after spending a 
few months in Rhode Island, Boston and New York I brought her to 
Wilmington. We lived happily about a year together, when I found 
it necessary to preserve her life as well as the child's that she should re¬ 
turn northwardly, she being sickly and then pregnant with my daughter 
Mrs. Jones. A number of difficulties befell us both at this time, too 
tedious to mention, and some not proper. She remained to the north¬ 
ward until October, 1776, when I sent a lad, an apprentice to me, Mr. 
Potafida, with a wagon and money to purchase a carriage and horses. 
She came off with Portafield and her two children and servants. 

My little boy who I had inocculated in 1772, went with Portafield 
through the city of Philadelphia, where his mother kept close for fear 
of the smallpox. It had happened we had been deceived, and the little 
boy had not taken the disorder when he was inocculated. 

In Virginia he was taken ill with it, when he and his mother both 
died with it, two miles from Nowlands Ferry, and not far from the pres¬ 
ent great city. 

By this time the war between England and America became warm and 
general. I myself stood high in esteem of the Americans, my knowl¬ 
edge of the army and commissary department raised my credit through¬ 
out the States, and at the time of Portafield's returning, in 1776, I had 
the victualing of a large army, which was profitable until the money 
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then in circulation depreciated. I continued with the army as commis¬ 
sary until October, 17S6, and was from North to South; sometimes one 
way, sometimes another. Was in all the great engagements to the 
northward until 1778, afterwards to the southward. 

After General Gates’ defeat at Camden, August, 1780, the paper in 
value fell almost to nothing, provisions for the troops in Hillsborough 
and other places were not to be had on public credit, and I became 
liable in person for a number of purchases. This hurt me much, my 
loss in three months was not less than ?So,ooo, by depreciation in paper 
money. 

At the General Assembly in Hillsborough, 1780, September, I 
resigned my office as Commissary General to the State and to General 
Gates as Commissary to his division, yet proposed to remain under pay, 
provided funds would be found me to purchase, but absolutely refused 
supplying by impressing and taking provisions on my own account, and 
certificates. Generals Burke and Nash were my enemies ; they imme¬ 
diately did all against me in their power. However, I remained firm, 
and removed to my plantation, Council Hall, near Campbellton, where 
during the winter, I was in large trade at Wilmington, Cross Creek and 
Pedee ; had a large value in goods. During that time I was much sus¬ 
pected as a Tory, an enemy to the Americans; of course watched, 
threatened, and vexed every day and night. About February, 17S1, 
the English took Wilmington. Daniel Mallett left them all my goods. 
About the same time they surrounded Portafield at Pedee; took all my 
property there also. Upon this it was reported and believed that I had 
a correspondence with the British, and had my property put in their way 
on purpose. I was obliged to arm my house every' night with twelve or 
fourteen men, and always kept about that many armed with bayonets, 

&.C. 

About the last of March the engagement at Guilford happened be¬ 
tween Lord Cornwallis and General Greene, the latter rather had the 
best: the former then moved toward the nearest shipping, say Wilming¬ 
ton. A few days after, a Mr. Swain (?) with about 40 men, for the third 
or fourth time, attacked me at Council Hall, under pretense of being on 
the side of the English, wanted provisions as they said, laid up for Lord 
Cornwallis’ army. I refused them admittance. As it happened my 
men were all out except one black man, Johny. After an hour or two 
parley* they* forced into the lower part of the house, and my* wife, my*self, 
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Johny, and a negro woman defended ourselves with arms, not only 
lorced them from the stairway, but out of the house. One gun only 
was fired. My wife and servant Hannah were noble soldiers. A few 
days after Lord Cornwallis' army came along. A great many of his 
officers were old acquaintances of mine; some had been tent-mates with 
me in the Canada war. I went over the river out of the way, and not 
the least idea of joining them ; but after a day or two, a Mrs. Souther¬ 
land and Miss Coit, an aunt of my wife's, sent me word to come in, that 
Lord Cornwallis and a number of officers had been at the house, that I 
should have all my goods at Wilmington and Pedee. I went in, of 
course, and with them to Wilmington, but my goods had all been sold 
and distributed among the soldiers and officers, with other prized goods. 
I was then pressed to go with Lord Cornwallis, as his Commissar}', to 
Virginia. This I absolutely refused. Having been for years in the 
American army, I could not think of acting against them that in princi¬ 
ple I felt for. 

However, of this I repented, for I never could be reinstated again, 
and was obliged to suffer beyond expression, both in hardships, money, 
by the printed Act of Assembly, directions to the court, trials, and 
indeed everything—mob, after mob. 

However, upon the whole, I always succeeded either in one way or 
the other, that during my passage through life. I was wounded twice 
before I was sixteen years old. Had one horse killed under me at 
Halfway brook, above Fort Edward, 1758. A ball partly through the 
calf of my leg at Fort George, 1759, wounded slightly in the other. 

At Edenton a ball just broke the crown of my head, this was in an 

affair called honor. At-, in Jersey, 1777, a wound in the ankle. 

1780, at Cotton’s house in-, a Lt. Gen. and myself, with about 

eighteen men, were surrounded and attacked by about 80 tories. We de¬ 
fended ourselves wonderfully through a log house, and even saved all 
our horses, except one lost, and two wounded. We killed, and wounded 
8, some say 12. We had two men slightly wounded. I had two buckshot 
enter my left side—one I cut out the next day, the other was too deep, 
and remained working its way, sometimes giving me great pain, until 
after living seventeen years and a few days it got down to my hip and 
gave me two months of the greatest pain in Chatham, where I was so 
fortunate as to have it cut out.

Boards was taken by our men from the British Valued at 1000 Dollars we 
have moved from Black Rock where we first arrived to Youngstown 30 
miles Below 1 mile from Fort Niagara it is a general time of health in 
our camp ; I wish you to write to me as soon as possible I have heard 
from you by Mr. Fossit but I want a letter from you the people are 
moving from the line on Both sides this is a beautiful place on this 
side of the River is Fort Niagara on the other side is Fort George in the 
Village of Neveare the River is about three-quarters of a mile wide here 
between the two is where the River empty itself into Lake Ontario we 
do not apprehend any danger at present from the enemy in the engage¬ 
ments between the George and Oneida there was killed & wounded ol 
our men 60 on the side of the enemy 130, 14 only escaped unhurt of the 
British and were taken I have seen tins River from one end to the other 
that is from Black Rock to P'ort Niagara the Niagara Falls is great 
natural curiosity I ever saw if you have anything Phillip I want you to 
inform me of it no more at present but I remain your most dutiful son

“ There is a difference of opinion in regard to the orthography of the 
name (Beardsley). Some terminate with cy, others with ce. I am 
among the latter. I bring in support of my opinion, Jared Beardsley, 
whom I knew in my early days. He asserted that the name was com¬ 
pounded of Beard and Lee. It is well known that names were formed in 
that way anciently. For instance, from John's son, we have Johnson ; 
David’s son, we have Davidson. So Beard had a son Lee, of course he 
was Beard's Lee, as in the example given above—in like manner the two 
became Beardslee, by throwing away the apostrophe denoting possession, 
but retaining the s. ’ ’ 

“ My maternal grandmother was Mehetable Mallett. Her grandpa¬ 
rents fled from Eranee on account of religious persecution in that coun¬ 
try. They settled a few miles north of what is now the city of Bridge¬ 
port, Ct., at some period during the 16th (17th?) century. They were 
Huguenots.” 

‘ ‘ My grandparents Isaac and Mehetable were strongly wedded to the 
English or Prot. Epis. Church, and as a matter of course, adhered to 
Geo. the 3rd, and consequently he refused to take up arms against him 
in the Revolutionary struggle which he always demonstrated the Rebel¬ 
lion.” 

“ He had takeii the oath of allegiance to the British Crown and held 
that no man, or number of men, had power to absolve him from that 
oath. He was not a Tory in the meaning of the term as understood and 
applied but simply a noncombatant.”

I now give him fifteen Shillings 
in money which makes ye whole of his portion. 

Item to my Son Peter Mallet having heretofore given him Lands of considerable 
value I now give him fifteen Shillings in Money which makes ye whole of his por¬ 
tion. 

Item to mv Daughter Joannah Angevine having already given her above three 
hundred Pounds: I now give her fifteen Shillings in money which makes ye whole 
of her portion. 

Item to my beloved wife Joan ah Mallet I give and bequeath all my Estate not 
above given yt is all my Land, housing and moveables Estate in ye bounds of Strat¬ 
ford or Fairfield to her and heirs forever to use and Dispose of as She Shall think 
fitt, and further it is my Will if my Wife Shall Die Seized of ye Estate I now give 
her that then and in Such Case my Eldest Son David Shall have all ye Land : I have 
given to my sd Wife to him and to his heirs in fee and also my black negro man James

my mollto Wench Dinah and her Children, and I do hereby Constitute and ordain 
ray beloved Wife Joauah Mallet to be my sole Executrix of this my Last Will Declar¬ 
ing this and this only to be my Last Will and Testament to Confirm which I have 
hereunto Set my hand and Seal this third Day of December Anno Dom : 1744.
